TO MAKE RICH HAUL 


WAD PLANS ALL SET FOR "KILL- 


ING" AT OAYTONA BUT NORTH-

That wire tappers have failed in 


an attempt to fleece a winter visitor 
to D.ay.tona out of $25,000, is the 
statement made by the Daytona Dally 
News, and the News tells the story 
as follows: 


Because of suspicions on the put 


at a Cleveland bank, and the inter- 
ference by his son, a wealthy winter 
tourist spending the season at one of 
the Seabreeze hotels is today ahead 
425,000, which was almost in the 
clutches of a gang of wiretappers 
operating in the Triple Cities this 
winter, only to be withdrawn at the 
last moment to the chagrin of said 
wire tappers who are still in Daytona, 
or at least were several days ago, no 
attempt to arrest the men having been 
made at this time. 


For several weeks a wealthy Cleve- 


land man, of advanced age, had been 
the guest of a Seabreeze hotel, where 


.-two men, giving the names of 
W. 


P. Hope and R. I. Arrant 
became 


very friendly with him. This friend- 
ship continued to ripen, and in the 
course of events, a motor trip was 
proposed by Hope, who w-.is the lead 
"steerer" of the party, to include him- 
self, Arrant and the victim to Tampa. 
The party motored a portion of the 
way, but finding the roads in bad con- 
dition stopped off in a town described 
as Dunedin, although the aged victim 
was not positive that this was the 
town. 


Here the prey of the gang was in- 


duced to hand over to Hope and Ar- 
rant securities amounting to $25,000 
which he had at his home in Cleveland, 
which amount was to be doubled al- 
most overnight by manipulation of 
the wiretappers. 


The victim went to the bank in the 


•west coast town, signed a letter writ- 
ten by Hope, addressed to his bank 
in Cleveland, requesting that secur 
ities held in that city be converted 
into a draft to be forwarded to Hope, 
in care of the Dunedin bank. All was 
rosy for the wiretappers, so the party 
returned to Seabreeze. 


Bank Stops Deal. 


But officials of the Cleveland bank, 


becoming suspicious of the withdraw- 
al of so large an amount, interviewed 
a son of the near victim, placing the 
correspondence before him. 
He im- 


mediately came to Seabiteeze. got the 
story from his father of the transac- 
tio"h, and returned home with his fa- 
ther, who. whe"n the scneme was ex 
plained to him, became frightened of 
Hope and Arrant, and feared they 
-would do bodily harm to him. So the 
party drove to Ormond. returning to 
Cleveland. 


Those \\ho are 
acquainted 
with 


Hope and Arrant state that they saw 
the former in Daytona several days 
ago, he evidently having made no at 
tempt to escape. The police have, of 
fered to arrest him as a suspicious 
character 
and 
will 
do so, if he is 


/ again spotted. 


While the fathler and son have re 


turned to their northern home, m 
poorer on account of their narrow es 
cape, the son stated before leaving 
that he would gladly return, with hi 
father to identify any one arrpstea a 
Hope and Arrant. 


Arrant is a red faced, sanely hairei 


individual of about 35 years, whil 
Hope is described as being tall, wear 
ing a gray suit and about 45 year 
of age. Hope was captain of the gang 
the man stated, and transacted all th 
papers of the dealing.

plate must belong to the owner of the 
car.

These licenses 
should have been placed on every car 
the first day of January.

CAPT. FRANK W. SAMS DEAD 


PIONEER CITIZEN CALLED 


In the passing of Capt. F. W. Sams, 


vltose death occured at 11:30 o'clock 
yesterday forenoon. New Smyrna has 
Buffered the loss of her pioneer resi- 
lent and one of the foremost citizens 
of the East Coast. Capt. Sams was 
probably as well known and as highly 
respected as any man in this section 
of the state, as well as being well- 
known and respected in all other parts 
of the state.1

That wire tappers have failed in 


an attempt to fleece a winter visitor 
to D.ay.tona out of $25,000, is the 
statement made by the Daytona Dally 
News, and the News tells the story 
as follows: 


Because of suspicions on the put 


at a Cleveland bank, and the inter- 
ference by his son, a wealthy winter 
tourist spending the season at one of 
the Seabreeze hotels is today ahead 
425,000, which was almost in the 
clutches of a gang of wiretappers 
operating in the Triple Cities this 
winter, only to be withdrawn at the 
last moment to the chagrin of said 
wire tappers who are still in Daytona, 
or at least were several days ago, no 
attempt to arrest the men having been 
made at this time. 


For several weeks a wealthy Cleve- 


land man, of advanced age, had been 
the guest of a Seabreeze hotel, where 


.-two men, giving the names of 
W. 


P. Hope and R. I. Arrant 
became 


very friendly with him. This friend- 
ship continued to ripen, and in the 
course of events, a motor trip was 
proposed by Hope, who w-.is the lead 
"steerer" of the party, to include him- 
self, Arrant and the victim to Tampa. 
The party motored a portion of the 
way, but finding the roads in bad con- 
dition stopped off in a town described 
as Dunedin, although the aged victim 
was not positive that this was the 
town. 


Here the prey of the gang was in- 


duced to hand over to Hope and Ar- 
rant securities amounting to $25,000 
which he had at his home in Cleveland, 
which amount was to be doubled al- 
most overnight by manipulation of 
the wiretappers. 


The victim went to the bank in the 


•west coast town, signed a letter writ- 
ten by Hope, addressed to his bank 
in Cleveland, requesting that secur 
ities held in that city be converted 
into a draft to be forwarded to Hope, 
in care of the Dunedin bank. All was 
rosy for the wiretappers, so the party 
returned to Seabreeze. 


Bank Stops Deal. 


But officials of the Cleveland bank, 


becoming suspicious of the withdraw- 
al of so large an amount, interviewed 
a son of the near victim, placing the 
correspondence before him. 
He im- 


mediately came to Seabiteeze. got the 
story from his father of the transac- 
tio"h, and returned home with his fa- 
ther, who. whe"n the scneme was ex 
plained to him, became frightened of 
Hope and Arrant, and feared they 
-would do bodily harm to him. So the 
party drove to Ormond. returning to 
Cleveland. 


Those \\ho are

Hope and Arrant state that they saw 
the former in Daytona several days 
ago, he evidently having made no at 
tempt to escape. The police have, of 
fered to arrest him as a suspicious 
character 
and

CAPT. FRANK W. SAMS DEAD 


PIONEER CITIZEN CALLED 


In the passing of Capt. F. W. Sams, 


vltose death occured at 11:30 o'clock 
yesterday forenoon. New Smyrna has 
Buffered the loss of her pioneer resi- 
lent and one of the foremost citizens 
of the East Coast.

TELLS EDUCATIONAL CONFER- 


ENCE HOW EDUCATION MOVE- 


MENT HAS CROWN. 


At the educational conference held 


in (,he auditorium at Daytona Beach 
for two days recently, in response 
to a request Jrom Dr. J. L. McBrien, 
Siperintendent C. R. M. Sheppard 
gave the following statement of the 
progress the publfc schools of Volasia 
county have made during the seven 
years he has been at the head of the 
school system in the county: 


4 "What I desire to develop in the ex 
temporaneous talk I am to make are 
the 
two 
significant elements b> 


which a school system may be judg 
ed. These are the material insigniaa 
and the spiritual insignias. By the ma 
terial we refer to those objects and 
elements -which necessarily enter in 
to and become a vital 
part 
ot a 


school system, namely, the genera 
equipment which lias developed from 
a general public interest in education 


"By the second, the spiritual, I re 


fer to the actual growth in the gen- ] 
eral interest and enthusiasm of the 
pepple and scholastic efficiency of the 
schools and particularly the students 
and others whose lives are particu- 
larly touched by the methods of pub- 
lic education. Please understand that 
in my leferenic to the development 
of education in this county, I do ro 
without any thought of special credit 
for myself during the many years I 
have devoted to tins work. For, in 
fact, personally 1 attribute tbe suc- 
cess, whatever it may be, to Volusia | 
county's population in general and to 
the 
army of earnest teachers who 


have aided in building the system to 
Its preseit state ot efficiency. 


"Is my efforts to show you the de- 


velopment-of the material side of our 
school system, 1 bhall be forced to 
give you r,ome :;tatistics which to you 
no dcfcbt will be d:-y. but without 
which it would be impossible for me 
te show our materir.l growth during 
recent years. 


"In 1913 the assessed valuation of 


taxable property was seven million 
dollars, while by 1920 these valua- 
tions had grown to fourteen millions. 
In 1913 the total "amount available 
for the maintenance of the public 
schools of Volusia county was ?89.000, 
-while in 1920 our expenditures for 
this purpose was about $190.000. The 
figures do not include the cost of the 
many new buildings of which I will 
speak later. In 191G the county main- 
tained 68 public schools, while by 
' 1920 this number had decreased to 45 
as a result of consolidation w'lile the 
number of schools maintained have 
decreased by 1" the number of teach- 
ers employed has increased from 128 
in 1913 to 200 in 1920. 


"The total amount paid for teachers' 


salaries in 1913 was $49,600 while the 
amount paid for this purpose in 1920 
exceeded $130.000. During the period 
of development of which I speak 30 
new buildings have been erected at 
a 'cost of nearly one million dollars. 
Of this number 15 are of brick or con- 
crete construction made possible thru 
bond issues o:: the various special 
lax school districts. While the 
re- 


maining 15 were erected from our 
generul school revenues upon the en- 
tire taxable property of the county. 


"Every school building of the coun- 


ty regularly established is equipped 
with (he best modern furnilure Olid 
equipment on the markets today, in- 
cluding the patent desks, teachers' 
chairs and desks, globes, charts, maps 
and various other necassary helps 
for teachers. Many of them have pi- 
'anos. victrolas and playground equip- 
ment. Time will not permit me to go 
further into detail in this particular 
phase-. I shall therefore hav? lo turn 
to the other half of the basic thought 
in my subject, viz. Spiritual insignia 
•f progress. • 


"By the spiritual development 1 re- 


fer to the actual good being derived 
by the people from the large invest- 
ment or. the material side.

In Holland is Arnheim, the chief cen- 
ter of Guelderiand, near the German 
border. It is on tie north branch of 
the Rhine, in the midst of a pleasant 
ana fertile district, and 18 tb* spot 
selected by tbe wealthy nababa, who 
made vast fortunes in tbe Bast In- 
dies, for their homes and 
ffitatet 


when the? retired 
te 
enjoy 
th«ir 


wealth. 


In laying out these estates, each 


owner Tied with his neighbor to ex- 
cel him In beautifying and adorning 
his home. 
All the skill of gardeners 


and architects and builders was taxed 
to the utmost to produce delightful 
and surprising effects in roads, forests, 
lakes, 
bridges, 
fountains, 
gardens, 


houses and vistas—so that it became 
a real fairyland in which one would 
think the Arabian Nights had been 
realized. 
For instance, as the old 


head gardener Conducted us 
about 


one of these estates, he brought us 
suddenly to a small la'ke, and there 
in the middle of it, without any road 
to reach It, was the castle of. the pro- 
prietor, 
a 
curious medieval-looking 


pile, a copy of some ancient place that 
had pleased his fancy. Passing along 
under the great copjjer beech trees, 
we shortly came to a stream* across 
which from bank to bank hung a little 
swinging suspension bridge of staves. 
With a dash at full run, the old guide 
sped across the 
bridge and 
then 


turned with a smile to see us follow. 
As there was no crossing except on 
the run, we accepted the challenge 
and our party ol four all mafle it in 
safety, except one. who fell at the 
farther bank amid the 
gibes 
and 


laughter of the rest. Ten rods farther 
we came to a terrace

At the bottom 
was a pavement of a fourth of an

and 
black 
marble 


blocks, each twenty inches square. 


We were directed to walk across 


this pavement, and whan near the cen- 
ter, the gardener slyly stepped'upon a 
secret spring, which sent up a jet of 
water at each corner of every little 
square—hundreds of little columns of 
clear water—at first a foot, then two. 
then three feet high, and we, huddled 
in surprise, each in his twenty-inch 
square, were tristing anfl turning, to 
escape a wetting. So there were sur- 
prises of bisque birds and clay ani- 
mals at unseen corners—flgares that 
you would suppose Rt first were alive 
and just about to eat you alive. Then

charming vistas . that

through the shrubbery across the

real Dutch table, loaded with all kinds 
of meats, flsh, eggs, cheese, vegetables, 
fruit and pastries 
we clapped 
our 


hands with delight for it was no piece- 
meal affair, but it was "abundance 
and help yourself"—the original and 
generous and welcome Dutch cafe- 
teria.

clean and charming hostelry, we went 
our way next morning with recollec- 
tions of Arnheim that will give pleas- 
ure
